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1. Between 16 and 21 February 1953, source determined, that the VP barracks 
installation on Rudower Chaussee at Adlershof was occupied by at- least 
1,000 men, mainly young VP officers and officer candidates. About 50 per- 
cent wore brown uniforms and 50 percent wore blue uniforms. The entire 
barracks rea, which extended at the rear of the newly constructed tele- 
vision station in East Berlin and also included the area of the former 
German Air Force Research Institute, was closely guarded. The area of the 
former research institute included six newly constructed low wood en build- 
inffs, which, source learned.

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Between 5 and 18 February 1953, source determined that about 1,5CC VPs 
wearing blue uniforms without service color occupied the former Flak 
K&serae in Gotha. During the time of observation, they held practices 
jointly with Soviet troops about two times weekly at Seeberg hill south- 
east of Gotha. They had two T-34 ta nks a nd ca rried su te, ch ine g un s and 
German Model 42 machine guns. 
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the barracks installation usually received only a short period o f trains 
ing, and were then assigned as replacements to the border police. 

3. On 21 February 1953, 10 tanks were on cars on a siding, about 500 meters 
east of the Neubrandenburg railroad station. Eleven heavy AT guns which, 

25X1 X source thought, were 85 mm were on cars on a sidetrack. The weapons were 
guarded by sentries furnished by the Fuenfeichen KVPD. They had disappear- 
ed on the following morning. 

4. Prior to 2 March 1953, the engineer unit of 4CC to 5GC men under Major 
Kiesslieh (fnu) , which was previously observed at Fuenfeichen Camp, still \ 
occupied the installation. The men almost daily received the same type of 
combat training at, and below, platoon level. The bridges and footpaths, which 
had previously been constructed at the small lake were no longer observed. 
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Local residents said that about 200 VPs riding solo motorcycles drove 
through Oranienburg in the direction of Loewenberg on 2 March 1953- 
They carried rifles and came from the direction of Birkenwerder. 


On 31 January 1953, 116 officers and 3,151 NCOs and SM including Soviet 
advisers occupied the Kl r P installation at Pinnow. They wore ruby, black, 
black-bordered blue and black-bordered green patches. A high-ranking 
officer stated that all members of the unit would soon wear black-border- 
ed green patches. At the time of observation, the troops had only light 
infantry weapons and a limited number of old 76.2-rnm guns on self -pro- 
pelled mounts for practices. Hew weapons which had long been expected 
had not yet arrived. The motor vehicle stock of the unit was also un- 
changed prior to 31 January 1953. Only 10 motorcycles, some with side- 
cars, were assigned to the unit. 4

blue uniforms at the time of observation, and is carried in Gotha. It is 
doubted that the Gotha KVPB should regularly assign replacements to the 
border police.
